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Thirty-two professions are licensed and registered by the New York State 
Education Department. Periodically, surveys are conducted in conjunction with the 
re-registration of selected professions. Physicians have been regularly surveyed 
since 1980. The Physicians Survey questionnaire was developed with the assistance 
of the Board for Medicine. The data analysis and report are the products of the 
Bureau of Research and Information Systems. 
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1992 PHYSICIANS SURVEY 



Highlights 



A new biennial registration period for physicians began January 1, 1993. As required by 
statute, re-registration applications were mailed in early September 1992 to all physicians 
registered for the period ending December 31, 1992. A survey questionnaire (Appendix A), 
which requested information on personal, professional, and practice characteristics, was included 
in each re-registration application. There were just over 69,000 registered physicians at the end 
of the previous registration cycle (August, 1992). Since some physicians who registered in the 
previous registration period would have died, moved out of State or discontinued practice, the 
registration count at the time of the mailing for the 1992 re-registration cycle (69,000) is an over- 
estimate of the number of active physicians at that point in time. Thus, for the purpose of the 
survey and this report, the universe was defined to be only those physicians renewing their 
registration (58,848). A total of 53,304 survey questionnaires were received from the 58,848 
physicians renewing their registration resulting in a response rate of 90.6 percent. 

In previous reports no weighting or estimation procedure was used in the individual tables 
for non-respondents. That meant that the tabular information consistently under stated the 
number of physicians practicing in New York State by various classification categories. In this 
report estimates are made for non-respondents to bring physician counts in all tables up to the 
re-registration count of 58,843. By weighting each case for non-respondents and for missing 
responses to physician status and work location, the numbers in this report represent estimates 
of the actual number of registered and practicing physicians in the State at the time of the survey. 

Based on the survey responses, over 96 percent of New York State registered physicians 
are engaged in the practice of medicine on either a full- or part-time basis. Of the 58,848 
physicians who re-registered s 86 percent reported a practice location within New York State 
(50,273). This report summarizes the characteristics of these New York State practicing 
physicians. 

Physicians are distinctively male (78 percent) and white (76 percent). Over two-thirds of 
the minority respondents, or 17 percent of all physicians, identified themselves as Asian. The 
remaining 8 percent of the total are Black (4 percent), Hispanic (4 percent), and Native American 
(0.2 percent) physicians. The mean age of New York's practicing physicians is 47, and nearly 
two-thirds (62 percent) are under age 50. 

Fifty-one percent of the States' s physicians were practicing in the five boroughs of New 
York City, with 25 percent of the total in Manhattan alone. Black and Hispanic physicians were 
especially concentrated in this region; for example, 78 percent of the State's Black physician's 
reported a New York City practice location. 
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Seventy-two percent of New York's practicing physicians are United States citizens, and 
51 percent were New York State residents upon entering medical school. The percentage of New 
York State medical graduates (42 percent) was greater than the percentage of foreign medical 
school graduates (35 percent) and medical school graduates from other states (24 percent). Forty- 
one percent of New York State medical school graduates practice in New York State, while 23 
percent practice in another state and 35 percent practice in another country. 

Over 32 percent of New York's practicing physicians reported their principal practice 
setting to be that of a solo practitioner. Group practice (21 percent) or hospital staff (19 percent) 
made up the next two largest areas of practice. Residents and fellows formed 10 percent of 
practicing physicians. Less than one-third of respondents reported a secondary practice setting; 
the highest percentage among secondary settings was a solo practice (26 percent), followed by 
hospital staff (20 percent). 

Of the 40 choices for principal specialty listed on the survey questionnaire, the single 
largest was general internal medicine, followed by psychiatry, general pediatrics, family practice, 
obstetrics and gynecology, and general surgery. Four specialties are generally considered to be 
primary care: family practice, general practice, general internal medicine, and general pediatrics. 
Over two-thirds of New York's practicing physicians reported a principal specialty in something 
other than these four primary care a^eas. 

The majority of physicians in most specialties received their medical education in New 
York or another U.S. state. However, more than 50 percent of the physicians in general practice 
and in physical medicine graduated from foreign medical schools. General pediatrics, 
anesthesiology and geriatric medicine have relatively high concentrations of foreign medical 
school graduates; each has a higher percentage of foreign-educated than New York State educated 
physicians. Psychiatry is another specialty where foreign-educated and other state-educated 
physicians outnumber New York State educated physicians. 

Over two-thirds of practicing physicians are American Board certified, although 
certification is more prevalent among those over age 40. Board certification varied by specialty 
with general practice showing the lowest percentage of certification (5 percent) and general 
pathology the highest percentage (84 percent). On average, more than one-half of certified 
physicians had received board certification since 1980, and more than three-quarters since 1970.
